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Dick to replace Rhuggenaath, 

Magaly lacoba new Minister of Justice 


WILLEMSTAD—Antillean 
Minister of Justice David 
Dick (PAR) will step 
down to replace Eugene 
Rhuggenaath, who resigned 
last week Thursday, as 
Curasao Commissioner 
of Tourism, Labour 
and Economic Affairs. 
Succeeding Dick as Justice 
Minister will be Cura 9 ao’s 
Acting Lt. Governor Magaly 
Jacoba (also PAR), while 
Anthony Hollander (41) will 
take over Rhuggenaath’s 
seat in the Island Council. 
PAR chairman Glenn 
Sulvaran said the party 
had chosen to replace 
Rhuggenaath as quickly 


as possible, also to avoid 
speculation. The fact that 
the PAR/PNP/FOL coalition 
has only a minimal majority 
of 11 seats in the 21-seat 
Island Council played a role 
as well. 

Dick, who had been 
Commissioner of 

Government Companies 
and later Finance in the 
past, said he had been called 
upon in the interest of the 
island “and I’m a team 
player. We have a team with 
some good players and I’m 
glad the party sees me as 
someone who can be put in 
several positions.” 

Sulvaran said someone 


with experience had been 
needed to deal with the 
ailing Cura 9 ao dry-dock 
CDM and Cura 9 ao Airport 
Holding (CAH), among 
others, and who could go to 
work right away. 

Sulvaran said Jacoba, 
Acting Lt. Governor 
since 2007, was the best 
candidate. “She has been 
Acting Lt. Governor a 
few years already, and 
assists the Prime Minister 
in the policy area. She has 
also witnessed Council of 
Ministers meetings and 
worked with Dick.” 

Because Hollander, 

currently the PAR Antillean

Very successful meetings were held 


AVP meets with Carnival Cruises, American Airlines and Valero 


ORANJESTAD - A delegation of the AVP party led by Mike 
Eman, with Mike de Meza, Otmar Oduber and Michelle 
Winklaar had a very successful meeting last Friday in Miami 
with Carnival Cruise Lines and American Airlines. The goal of 
this meeting was to either gain the interest of potential partners 
for Aruba again or for them to continue their stay in Aruba. 
Following the alarming developments in the relationship 
between Aruba and a number of its most important trading 
partners, the AVP took the initiative to talk to these partners. 
As it is known, both Carnival Cruise Lines and American 
Airlines, as well as KLM have taken Aruba off their routes, 
as their destination. In addition, Valero has recently shut down 
its refinery and has announced that they will evaluate their 
situation to see whether they will remain in Aruba or not. 
Therefore this AVP delegation led by Mike Eman, held talks 
with representatives of American Airlines and Carnival Cruise 
Lines. 

Carnival Cruise Lines said, in the meeting with the AVP 
delegation, that they took Aruba off their ABC-route due to 
the high fuel prices. Party leader, Mike Eman: “We are very 
pleased that Carnival will likely be visiting Aruba at least 
16 times next year. They told us that they are open for more 
visits, but are waiting for a proposal from the - probably new - 
government regarding the fuel problem.” Carnival Cruises was 
surprised that the Aruban government did contact them when 
they stopped coming to Aruba. 

American A suspended eight flights to Aruba this year. 
American never heard anything from Aruba after suspending 
their flights. Eman: “American told us in our meeting that they 
will consider including the eight flights again in their schedule, 
but that is not going to happen before the end of September. 
American expressed its appreciation for the way in which AVP 
approached them and in holding an open discussion with the 
delegation. 

The AVP plans to meet again with KLM representatives to 
convince them to include Aruba back into their flight schedule. 
The party also has ongoing conversations with Valero. The 
party believes that the relationship with these and other trading 
partners are important for the future of Aruba. The AVP is trying 
to make a new start with these companies. □

Jack owes money to nearly 
everyone in the neighborhood.

However, Jill uses her credit 
cards to pay her debts. Because 
Jill seems to have great credit, 
companies keep sending her 
more credit cards. Jill has even 
started paying her credit card 
bills using new credit cards. 

Jill appears to be better 
off financially than her friend 
Jack, who lives from paycheck 
to paycheck. Both handle their 
debts differently, but both have 
the same problem, spending more 
money than they earn. There is a 
growing medical problem like 
that. Symbolically Jack and Jill 
represent individuals who are not 
choosing the food and lifestyles 
that promote health. 

For example, Jack, 
the friend with the bad credit is 
like people who acquire type 2 
diabetes. In Type 2 Diabetes, 
glucose does not enter the cells 
where it can be converted to 
necessary energy for the body. 
Instead the glucose (a basic 
sugar) starts building pilling up 
in the blood, like increasing bad 
debts. I say debts, because there 
are consequences with diabetes 
that eventually need to be paid. 
Consequences of Diabetes 
include: Heart Disease and Stroke, 
Nerve Damage, Eye Disease, 
Erectile Dysfunction, Kidney 
Disease, and Stomach Damage. 
The list goes on. Everybody 
knows how devastating bad 
credit and diabetes can be. 


Meanwhile, Jill looks 
like she is the picture of financial 
health; but, appearances can be 
deceiving. Jill is like many people 
that are happy that her blood tests 
always show a “normal” amount 
of glucose. Phew! No diabetes. 
But some people’s bodies are 
actually managing their high 
blood glucose levels by producing 
more and more insulin. In these 
individuals, high glucose appears 
to be balanced because of high 
insulin. However, normalizing 
glucose at the expense of 
producing high amounts of 
insulin is like paying for your 
health with maxed out credit 
cards. Eventually, the credit will 
dry up and the debt that must be 
paid can be disastrous. 

Produced in your 
pancreas, insulin is the bus that 
helps glucose travel into your cells 
where this sugar gets converted 
into energy. If the bus is full, it 
can’t pick up any more glucose. 
A full Insulin Bus is like blocked 
like credit cards that have reached 
their limit. Consequently, your 
pancreas, sensing an increase in 
glucose in your blood produces 
more and more insulin. This is 
called Insulin Resistance. 

An increasingly 

high blood insulin level, 
hyperinsulemia causes several 
problems: one of them is high 
blood pressure. Insulin also 
causes the retention of sodium 
(salt), which causes fluid 
retention, which causes high 
blood pressure and congestive 
heart failure. A recent study 
showed that overweight children 


with high levels of insulin in 
their blood are also likely to have 
high levels of homocysteine, a 
substance which appears to raise 
the risk of heart disease, stroke, 
and birth defects. 

Osteoporosis is another 
potential problem resulting from 
insulin resistance. Insulin is a 
master hormone which controls 
other hormones such as growth 
hormone, testosterone, and 
progesterone. Bone is built upon 
the command of such hormones. 
When these hormones are 
reduced, bone building is reduced. 
Insulin also increases cellular 
growth. More insulin helps grow 
more cells, even cancer. There 
are studies which show a strong 
connection to breast and colon 
cancers with high insulin levels. 

High levels of insulin 
may be caused by a tumor of the 
pancreas, impaired liver function, 
or endocrine disorders. Vigorous 
and sustained exercise, pregnancy, 
breastfeeding, or eating the wrong 
food for your metabolic type are 
all causes of an insulin/glucose 
imbalance. Among diabetics, 
hyperinsulinism is known as 
insulin shock, or hypoglycemia, 
and may occur as a result of 
treating themselves with an 
accidental overdose of insulin. 

In individuals with 
normal glucose, but with high 
insulin levels, the glucose is there 
in the blood, but hiding behind 
all the excess insulin. Hidden 
sugar, like hiding your debts in 
mounting credit card debts are big 
problems waiting to happen. Your 
pancreas, after years of having to 


overproduce insulin, revolts and 
stops producing any insulin; the 
diagnosis then becomes Type 
2 Diabetes. Blood test results 
that measure both fasting blood 
glucose levels together with 
insulin are entered into a formula 
that can determine the amount of 
insulin resistance a person has. 
Checking blood glucose only, 
without checking insulin cannot 
show if your body is balanced. 
Your doctor should always check 
insulin together with glucose and 
use a medical ratio to assess your 
Insulin Resistance risk. 

Although, medical 
researchers have studied and 
known about Insulin Resistance 
for years, conditions that do not 
have a specific pharmaceutical 
drug or surgical treatment are not 
routinely screened by medical 
doctors. The symptoms of Insulin 
Resistance are so varied and 
include, fatigue, brain fogginess, 
dizziness, problems sleeping, 
headaches, depression, stomach 
problems, pain, allergies, high 
cholesterol, high blood pressure 
and so many more that the 
symptoms are usually treated 
separately and not looked at as 
one part of the same problem. 
Like Jack and Jill’s money 
problems, many of the problems 
listed here come from the same 
beginnings. Insulin Resistance 
is a predictor of many health 
problems to come, especially 
Type 2 Diabetes.

MAPUTO (AFP) - Hundreds 
of protesters took to the street 
in Mozambique’s capital 
Monday to protest health 
ministry policies that they 
say are jeopardizing HIV care 
in one of the world’s worst 
affected countries. 

The protesters marched to the 
health ministry, where they 
handed a letter to minister 
Ivo Garrido demanding better 
treatment and more privacy 
for patients with HIV, which 
affects 16 percent of adult 
Mozambicans. 

Health authorities closed 
specialised HIV centres this 
year, blending treatment into 
the broader healthcare system, 
saying that the separate 
centres contributed to stigma 
surrounding the disease. 


But activists say the closures 
were followed by a dramatic 
drop in patients seeking 
treatment. 

HIV patients have special 
green health insurance cards 
that immediately reveal their 
status to other patients in 
general clinics, the activists 
argue. 

“Due to the decision of closing 
the (day hospitals), there 
are more and more people 
who abandon the treatment; 
the number of deaths are 
increasing; the compliance to 
the treatment is decreasing; 
discrimination against people 
affected by HIV/Aids is 
dramatically increasing,” 
march organisers said in a 
statement. 

Christian Reed, a medical 


anthropologist studying HIV 
treatment in Mozambique, 
said the number of patients 
seeking treatment in Pemba, in 
the north, dropped from about 
50 to three or four a day after 
the local day hospital closed. 
“The ones who don’t want 
their families to know are not 
coming,” Reed said. 

“Access to services is more 
difficult now,” Reed added. 
“Where you used to have a 
hospital full of HIV specialists 
... now everybody’s mixed 
together.” Health authorities 
announced the closure of the 
day hospitals inFebruary. Non¬ 
governmental organisation 
workers say the move was 
also meant to free up a ratio 
of one doctor for every 23,000 
people.□ 


FDA: Arthritis drugs pose cancer risk to children

WASHINGTON - Federal 
regulators on Tuesday added 
stronger warnings to a group 
of best-selling drugs used 
to treat arthritis and other 
inflammatory diseases, saying 
they can increase the risk 
of cancer in children and 
adolescents. 

After more than a year of 
review, Food and Drug 
Administration scientists said 
the drugs appear to increase 


the risk of cancer after they are 
used beyond 2 1/2 years. The 
agency studied several dozen 
reports of cancer in children 
taking the drugs, some of which 
were fatal. Half of the cases 
were lymphomas, a cancer that 
attacks the immune system. 
The drugs are known as tumor 
necrosis factor blockers and 
work by neutralizing a protein 
that, when overproduced, 
causes inflammation and 
damage to bones, cartilage 
and other tissue. The drugs 


are prescribed to children 
with rheumatoid arthritis, 
inflammatory bowel disorder 
and Crohn’s disease. 

The FDA will bolster the 
“black box” warning on the 
five drugs sold in the U.S., 
including Abbott Laboratories ’ 
Humira, Johnson & Johnson’s 
Remicade and Simponi, and 
Enbrel which is co-marketed 
by Amgen Inc. and Wyeth. All 
the products are multibillion- 
dollar sellers. Enbrel was 
the biggest moneymaker of 
the group with sales of $3.4 
billion last year. 

The action also affects Belgian 
drugmaker UCB’s Cimzia, 
which launched in May. 
Shares of North Chicago- 
based Abbott Laboratories 
and New Brunswick, N.J.- 
based J&J fell after the FDA 
announcement. 

Along with updating the 
drugs’ labels, the FDA is 
requiring companies to add 
information about cancer 
risks to the medication guides 
given to patients. The FDA 
said it is also working with 
the manufacturers to further 
define the scope of the cancer 
risk. J&J said in a statement 
it “will coordinate closely 
with the FDA to ensure that 
health care providers, patients 
and caregivers are properly 
informed.” Amgen and 
Wyeth said they will continue 
working with regulators to 
evaluate “the potential risks 
and benefits” of their drug.Q

NEW YORK - Having 
sprinted higher for three 
weeks, the stock market is 
taking a break. 

Investors made few big 
moves Tuesday after stocks 
rocketed 14 percent in just 
16 days. The market closed 
with modest gains as many 
traders held their positions 
and looked toward the Labor 
Department’s employment 
report on Friday. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 34 points. On 
Monday, the blue chips 
jumped 115 points and the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 
index nosed above 1,000 
for the first time in nine 
months. 

Tuesday’s mostly upbeat 
news helped prevent the 
market’s pause from turning 
into the type of slide that can 
follow big jumps. Analysts 
have been predicting stocks 
would idle after such a 
strong run, and some saw 
investor caution at work. 
“There is a lot of concern 
that the market has moved 
too far too fast and that 
we’ve gotten ahead of the 
economy,” said Brian Bush, 
director of equity research 
at Stephens Inc. 

But the Commerce 
Department’s report of

an increase in consumer 
spending and the National 
Association of Realtors’ 
report of a rise in pending 
home sales provided 
evidence that the economy 
could be stabilizing. And 
Caterpillar Inc. predicted 
that cost cuts and other 
efforts will enable it to turn 
profits in the coming years 
even if the economy is slow 
to recover. Traders follow 
the world’s largest maker 
of construction and mining 
equipment for signals about 
the overall economy. 

The Dow rose 33.63, or 
0.4 percent, to 9,320.19. 
The S&P 500 index rose 
3.02, or 0.3 percent, to 
1,005.65, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 2.70, 
or 0.1 percent, to 2,011.31. 
The gains left stocks at new 
highs for the year. 

Stocks jumped more than 1 
percent Monday on upbeat 
reports on manufacturing, 
housing and banking. 

The advance adds to the 
Dow’s July gain of 8.6 
percent that injected a 
stalled spring rally with 
new energy. The Dow is 
still down 34 percent from 
its peak in October 2007. 
Traders are likely to grow 
a little more anxious as 
they await the Labor 
Department’s report for 
July. Unemployment stands 


at a 26-year high of 9.5 
percent and is expected to 
eventually top 10 percent. 
Investors are looking for 
the pace of layoffs to slow 
so the economy can heal. 
“The second half of 
the week is going to be 
heavily dominated by the 
employment data,” said 
John Canally, economist 
at LPL Financial. “That is 
keeping markets hesitant.” 
Some analysts predict 
stocks will continue to climb 
as investors use dips to put 
money into the market. 
Recent corporate earnings 
reports and economic 
data have indicated that 
the nearly two-year-long 
recession could be ending. 
The Commerce Department 
said Tuesday that consumer 
spending rose 0.4 percent in 
June. But personal incomes 
dropped by 1.3 percent, the 
steepest slide in four years. 
Meanwhile, the Realtors 
said pending home sales 
for a fifth straight month in 
June. 

Bond prices fell, pushing 
the yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note up 
to 3.69 percent from 3.64 
percent late Monday. 

The dollar was mixed, 
while gold prices rose. 

Oil prices shed 59 cents to 
$70.99 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
Three stocks rose for every 
two that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 
Consolidated volume rose 
to 5.8 billion shares from 
5.7 billion Monday. 

The Russell 2000 index 
of smaller companies rose 
4.96, or 0.9 percent, to 
570.74. 

Overseas, Britain’s FTSE 
100 and Germany’s DAX 
index lost 0.2 percent, and 
France’s CAC-40 slipped 
less than 0.1 percent. Japan’s 
Nikkei stock average rose 
0.2 percent. □

Biden says economic stimulus 
meeting its goals

WASHINGTON - Vice President Joe Biden cited more positive 
economic data on Tuesday, using it to buttress the Obama 
administration’s argument that its $787 billion stimulus program 
is doing its job and revving up the economy. 

“I can tell you today, without reservation, the Recovery Act is 
working,” Biden told reporters after a White House meeting 
about the stimulus program with members of the administration’s 
economic team. President Barack Obama was not present. 
Nearly six months after Obama signed the stimulus program 
into law, the administration is trying to counter criticism, as well 
as perceptions, that the program has failed to create thousands 
of promised jobs. 

Nationwide unemployment has risen every month since the 
stimulus took effect in February, climbing in June to a 26-year 
high of 9.5 percent. The July rate, which the government will 
announce Friday, was expected to be even higher. 

Obama last week credited the stimulus for helping “put the 
brakes on the recession” after the Commerce Department said 
the economy had shrunk at a pace of just 1 percent in the second 
quarter. The performance was better than economists had 
expected, and the strongest indication to date that the economic 
downturn has begun to wind down. 

As part of the effort to counter criticism of the stimulus, Obama 
and Biden were taking their economic message on the road. 
Obama was headed Wednesday to hard-hit Elkhart, Ind., which 
depended heavily on the production of recreational vehicles 
and has suffered during the downturn. Biden was speaking in 
Detroit. At least four Cabinet secretaries also were venturing 
out with an economic message. 

Biden cited other economic data Tuesday in making the 
administration’s case. 

He said spending by state and local governments increased 2.4 
percent from April to June, after falling the prior six months. 
“That links directly to the fiscal relief we have provided to the 
states,” the vice president said of the billions in stimulus money 
given to states. 

Household income grew at a yearly rate of almost 5 percent 
in the same period, following declines in the previous nine 
months. Investments by businesses also contracted less than 
expected, he said. 

Biden attributed increased home and car sales to government 
incentives: an $8,000 tax credit for first-time home buyers and 
the “cash-for-clunkers” program that gives consumers up to 
$4,500 to trade in their gas-guzzling vehicles for more fuel- 
efficient ones. 

“Our critics say they don’t think this program is helping,” he 
said.Q

LOS ANGELES - It’s the 
biggest movie of the summer 
that practically no one has 
seen. 

“G.I. Joe: The Rise of Cobra” 
opens Friday, but Paramount 
Pictures isn’t screening 
the blockbuster for critics 
beforehand. Only a select 
few writers from blogs and 
movie Web sites have seen it 
for review — such as Harry 
Knowles, the self-professed 
“Head Geek” from Ain’t 


It Cool News — and their 
opinions have been mostly 
positive. 

Instead, the studio says it’s 
intentionally aiming the 
movie at the heartland, at 
cities and audiences outside 
the entertainment vortexes of 
New York and Los Angeles. 
Paramount held a screening 
Friday for 1,000 military 
service members and their 
families at Andrews Air 
Force Base; it’s also focusing 
marketing efforts in places

Web site tracks world online censorship reports

BOSTON - When Shanghai 
blogger Isaac Mao tried 
to watch a YouTube clip 
of Chinese police beating 
Tibetans, all he got was an error 
message. Mao thought the 
error —just after the one-year 
anniversary of a crackdown 
on Tibetan protesters in China 
— was too suspicious to be 
coincidental, so he reported 
it on a new Harvard-based 
Web site that tracks online 
censorship. 

Meanwhile, more than 100 
other people in China did 
the same thing. The spike 


in reports on Herdict.org in 
March pointed to government 
interference rather than a 
run-of-the-mill technical 
glitch, even before Google 
Inc. confirmed China was 
blocking its YouTube video¬ 
sharing site. 

“We saw reports coming in 
as soon as the blocks were 
happening and certainly before 
any of the media were reporting 
it,” Herdict founder Jonathan 
Zittrain said of the months- 
long YouTube blackout that 
coincided with the 20th 
anniversary of the Tiananmen 
Square demonstrations in June 
and recent ethnic riots in the 


Xinjiang province. 

Herdict users report their Web 
site problems anonymously 
— numeric Internet addresses 
are recorded but only general 
location is displayed — so 
people can post more freely, 
encouraging reports about 
sensitive topics like HIV 
and AIDS-related sites, and 
from people in countries 
with possible government 
repercussions.The site doesn’t 
investigate reports, though, 
so there’s no way to know for 
sure that an outage is related 
to government meddling 
rather than a cut cable or 
other problem unrelated to 
censorship. Although surges 
in reports do suggest a 
government role, a widespread 
technical glitch can also 
produce a similar spike. Web 
site inaccessibility can also 
result from network or server 
errors, firewalls at schools or 
offices or a new phenomenon 
called reverse filtering, in 
which companies block access 
to copyright-protectedmaterial 
outside a specific country. 
Zittrain, law professor and 


co-founder of Harvard’s 
Berkman Center for Internet 
and Society, said Herdict does 
not aim to present a flawless 
picture of online filtering, but 
to let patterns of accessibility 
speak for themselves. 

“The goal... is to gather the kind 
of raw data from which people 
can then start to gain insight 
and come to conclusions,” he 
said. “With enough people 
asking, you start to get a sense 
of where there are blockages 
in the network.” 

Herdict — short for “verdict of 
the herd” — has spread beyond 
techie circles to garner users 
in more than 140 countries, 
including censorship hotbeds 
China and Iran. 

“Herdict has been buzzed 
(about) for months in China 
and now it’s becoming more 
popular since ... Google, 
com was blocked for hours 
and Twitter.com was blocked 
twice recently,” Mao said in 
an e-mail. 

In Iran, Herdict users have 
logged unsuccessful attempts 
to access Twitter and other 
social-networking sites that 


have been blocked since the 
country’s controversial June 
12 presidential election. 
Herdict users like that the site 
fosters a sense of community 
among those who can’t fully 
navigate the Web and provides 
them with hope for a freer 
Internet. “It gives people a 
sense how many people share 
the same blackout regionally 
or globally,” Mao said. “You 
are not alone.” 

Before, someone might 
complain about a block via 
a single Facebook or Twitter 
update, but that information 
often doesn’t go beyond a 
small group of friends. 

Zittrain started Herdict in 
February — a month before 
China’s block began — to 
aggregate reports of online 
inaccessibility and help users 
detect government censorship 
on the Web as soon as it 
happens. Having tracked 
online censorship since the 
early 2000s, he wanted to 
put Web accessibility at the 
fingertips of those who use it 
most, rather than a handful of 
experts. □

Clinton, two journalists 
depart N.Korea for U.S.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — His mission 
accomplished, former President Bill Clinton 
left Pyongyang early Wednesday accompanied 
by American journalists Euna Lee and Laura 
Ling after North Korean leader Kim Jong II 
pardoned the women from their 12-year prison 
sentences. 

Clinton and the two Californians were flying 
back to the U.S., his spokesman Matt McKenna 
said, less than 24 hours after the former U.S. 
leader landed in the North Korean capital on 
a private, humanitarian trip to secure their 
release. 

Clinton has “safely left North Korea with Laura 
Ling and Euna Lee” and all three were en route 
to Los Angeles, where the journalists will be 
reunited with their families, he said. 

The White House had no comment. 

Their departure was a jubilant conclusion to a 
more than four-month ordeal for the women 
arrested near the North Korean-Chinese border 
in March and sentenced in June to 12 years of 
hard labor for illegal entry and engaging in 
“hostile acts.” 

Clinton’s landmark trip to Pyongyang also 


resulted in rare talks with reclusive Kim Jong 
II that state-run media described as “wide- 
ranging” and “exhaustive.” The meeting was 
Kim’s first with a prominent Western figure 
since reportedly suffering a stroke nearly a year 
ago. 

North Korean media characterized the 
women’s release as proof of “humanitarian and 
peace-loving policy.” State media said Clinton 
apologized on behalf of the women and relayed 
President Barack Obama’s gratitude. The report 
said the visit would “contribute to deepening 
the understanding” between North Korea and 
the United States. 

While the White House emphasized the private 
nature of Clinton’s trip, his landmark visit to 
Pyongyang to free the Americans was a coup 
that came at a time of heightened tensions over 
North Korea’s nuclear program. 

The meeting also appeared aimed at dispelling 
persistent questions about the health of the 
authoritarian North Korean leader, who was 
said to be suffering from chronic diabetes and 
heart disease before the reported stroke. 

Kim smiled broadly for a photo standing next 
to a towering Clinton.

Obama visits White House 
press room on birthday

WASHINGTON - You say it’s your birthday. 
It’s my birthday, too. On the day he turned 
48, President Barack Obama decided to 
splash a little celebration on someone with 
whom he shares the birthday: legendary 
White House correspondent Helen Thomas, 
now a columnist with Hearst Newspapers. 
She turned 89 on Tuesday. 

Obama emerged unannounced in the White 
House briefing room where Thomas sat 
in the front-row seat reserved in her name. 
He led the roomful of reporters in singing 
“Happy Birthday to You,” gave a plate full 
of cupcakes to Thomas, watched her blow 
out one lit candle and sat down next to her to 
share a smiling photo. 

The president said Thomas wished for peace 
and no prejudice in the world and — working 
in a plug for his agenda — a health care 
reform bill. 

And then he left without taking questions 
about his own birthday plans or anything 
else. 

Obama had just spent lunch with almost the 


entire Democratic Senate caucus. Leaders 
emerged promising to deliver the health care 
bill Obama wants. 

“We’re ready to take on the world,” Sen. Harry 
Reid said, offering a glowing assessment of 
Obama’s pep talk. 

The president was bom in 1961 in Hawaii, a 
fact state officials have confirmed again and 
again to address claims of so-called “birthers” 
who say the president was actually born 
outside the United States. The Constitution 
says that a person must be a “natural-born 
citizen” to be eligible for the presidency. 

The White House said Obama did much of 
his birthday celebrating over the weekend, 
hanging with friends and family at Camp 
David.

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U.S. to build $30M border confer in Michigan

HARRISON TOWNSHIP, 
Michigan (AP) — The U.S. 
government is building an 
intelligence gathering center 
designed to help detect 
smuggling, terrorism and 
other crime across the long 
and liquid Great Lakes border 
between the U.S. and Canada, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

The $30 million Operational 
Integration Center at Selfridge 
Air National Guard Base is 
the first center of its kind on 
the northern border and is 
expected to open next May. It 
will analyze and act on aircraft 
video, border camera images 
and other information from 


several federal, state and local 
agencies. 

Officials say the center 
eventually should incorporate 
data from satellites, unmanned 
aircraft and other sources, and 
provide real-time information 
from across the entire Great 
Lakes border. 

The base is in Harrison 
Township, 20 miles northeast 
of Detroit. 

The Department of Homeland 
Security has several centers 
that gather and share law 
enforcement resources along 
the U.S.-Mexico border. 

But officials said Tuesday that 
the Michigan operation will 
be a big boost for the northern 
border, which is nearly

By JOAN LOWY 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON 
Transportation Secretary Ray 
LaHood said Tuesday he will 
convene a summit of experts 
to figure out what to do about 
driver cell phone use and 
texting, practices that studies 
— and a growing number 
of accidents — show can be 
deadly. 

LaHood said he intends to 
gather senior transportation 
officials, safety advocates, law 
enforcement representatives, 
members of Congress and 
academics who study distracted 
driving for the summit next 
month in Washington. 

“The public is sick and tired 
of people being distracted and 
causing accidents,” LaHood 
told a news conference. “We 
all know texting while driving 
is dangerous and we are going

to do something about it so 
that responsible drivers don’t 
have to worry about it when 
they or a loved one get on the 
road.” 

If it were up to him, he would 
ban texting while driving, 
LaHood said. 

However, past safety 
initiatives like seat belts have 
shown that a simple ban often 
isn’t enough to get drivers to 
change their habits unless it’s 
accompanied by education 
and enforcement, he said. 
LaHood said he expects the 
summit to produce several 
recommendations for specific 
actions to address the 
problem. 

He pointed to several fatal 
incidents involving texting, 
including Alyssa Burns, a 
17-year-old Eureka, Ill., high 
school student killed in June 
when she drove off the road 


twice as long as its southern 
counterpart and historically 
has received fewer resources 
despite threats such as the 
smuggling of drugs, people 
and weapons. 

The center, which will be 
housed in a vacant 9,000- 
square-foot building on base, 
is the government’s next step 
in efforts to secure the border. 
Federal agencies already 
cooperate at Selfridge, where 
the Great Lakes Air and Marine 
Branch officially opened in 
July 2008. Great Lakes is the 
fifth and final branch of the 
Northern Border Air Wing 
mandated by Congress after 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks. □

while sending a message to 
friends The problem crosses 
over into other modes of 
transportation: A train crashed 
last year in California killing 
25 people — including the 
train operator, who was texting 
at the time of the accident — 
and injuring 135. 

In a study released last 
week, the Virginia Tech 
Transportation Institute found 
that when drivers of heavy 
trucks texted, their collision 
risk was 23 times greater than 
when not texting. Dialing 
a cell phone and using or 
reaching for an electronic 
device increased risk of 
collision about six times in 
cars and trucks. 

The Virginia Tech researchers 
said the risks of texting 
generally applied to all 
drivers, not just truckers. 

A separate report by Car and 
Driver magazine found that 
texting and driving is more 
dangerous than drunken 
driving. 

The Governors Highway 
Safety Association, which 
represents state highway 
safety agencies, has said it 
does not doubt the dangers of 
texting and driving but does 
not support a ban because it 
would be difficult to enforce. 
“There are a variety of 
challenges with distracted 
driving, and we commend 
the secretary for leading 
the effort to address this 
important highway safety 
issue,” Barbara Harsha, the 


safety association’s executive 
director, said in a statement. 
The association “is particularly 
interested in strategies 
for enforcing texting and 
cell phone bans as well as 
technological applications 
that would limit or eliminate 
distractions,” she said. 

Texting has grown from nearly 
10 billion messages a month 
in December 2005 to more 


than 110 billion in December 
2008, according to CTIA, the 
cellular phone industry’s trade 
group. 

Fourteen states and the District 
of Columbia have passed laws 
making texting while driving 
illegal. A group of Democratic 
members of Congress 
introduced legislation last 
week to impose a national ban 
on texting while driving.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Roadblocks disappearing, 
the Senate cleared the way 
Tuesday for a vote giving 
eager car buyers until Labor 
Day to cash in on rebates up 
to $4,500 for trading in their 
gas-guzzlers for new, higher- 
mileage models. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid declared he had the votes 
to pass a $2 billion “cash for 
clunkers” measure already 
approved by the House. It 
would replenish the all-but- 
exhausted $1 billion program 
and provide rebates for up to a 
half-million more Americans 
in the next month. 

Despite reservations, Reid’s 
Republican counterpart, Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky, 
predicted his party would not 
block a vote and “the matter 
will be completed.” 

“I think the last thing any 
politician wants to do is cut off 
the opportunity for somebody 
who wants to get a rebate to 


buy a new automobile,” said 
Transportation Secretary Ray 
LaHood, a former Republican 
congressman from Illinois. 
Senate passage would send the 
legislation to the White House 


for President Barack Obama’s 
signature and guarantee there 
would be no interruption in 
the program that has sent 
buyers streaming into formerly 
deserted auto showrooms. 


Associated Press 
Republicans were still seeking 
a chance to amend the House 
version that would extend the 
program into September, but 
Democrats were confident the 
bill wouldn’t be changed. 
Labor Day will be celebrated 
in the U.S. on Sept. 7 this 
year. 

“We’ll pass ‘cash for clunkers’ 
before we leave here,” Reid 
said after Democrats lunched 
at the White House with 
Obama, who has vigorously 
pushed the extension as a 
much-needed boost for the 
economy. Asked whether 
he had the votes to pass the 
measure, Reid replied, “Yes.” 
What Democrats don’t have 
is much time. Obama said 
that demand would drain 
the program of its initial $1 
billion by Friday. That’s also 
the day senators are to embark 
on their month-long August 
recess. 

Republicans said they were 
still negotiating with Reid for 
the chance to offer changes to 
the legislation. But McConnell 
said, “I would anticipate that 
the matter will be completed 
some time before the end of 
the week.” 

Under the program, buyers of 
new cars and trucks can get 
rebates of $3,500 to $4,500 by 
trading in older models that 
are then scrapped. 

The popular program has 
allowed about a quarter- 
million Americans to buy new 


cars at time when the economy 
is still in recession and needs a 
boost in consumer spending. 
On Monday, the White House 
had warned that the program 
could come to an abrupt halt 
Friday if the Senate didn’t pass 
the House bill. The legislation 
would transfer $2 billion from 
an economic stimulus account 
that had been set aside to 
subsidize renewable energy. 
The new money would 
carry the program through 
September, said White House 
Press Secretary Robert Gibbs. 
Through early Tuesday, the 
clunkersprogramhadrecorded 
157,000 transactions worth 
$664 million. Eighty-three 
percent of the vehicles traded 
in were trucks or SUVs, while 
60 percent of the vehicles 
purchased were passengers 
cars, for an average increase in 
fuel efficiency of 61 percent, 
Gibbs said. 

Opposition to extending the 
program has been dissipating. 
One vocal Republican critic, 
South Carolina Sen. Jim 
DeMint, saidTuesday he would 
not try to block the legislation. 
And three lawmakers who 
wanted the program limited 
to the purchase of even more 
fuel-efficient vehicles said 
Monday they would back the 
plan. 

Yet Democrats as well as 
Republicans have raised 
concerns. Senators in both 
parties have said it costs too 
much. Some Democrats have 
argued that the program should 
require tougher emissions 
standards for the new vehicles. 
Republicans have said it puts 
the government in the bad 
position of picking winners 
and losers. 

“People want to know what’s 
going to be next. Cash for 
shoes? Cash for groceries?” 
said Sen. Richard Shelby, 
R-Ala. Car companies have 
credited the clunkers program 
with driving up sales in late 
July. Ford said its sales rose 
2.4 percent in July from the 
same month last year, its 
first year-over-year increase 
since November 2007, while 
Chrysler Group LLC posted 
a smaller year-over-year sales 
drop compared with recent 
months, helped by the special 
deals. Other automakers are 
doing better, too.Q

He was markedly thinner 
than a year ago, with his 
graying hair cropped short. 
The once-pudgy 67-year- 
old, who for decades had a 
noticeable pot belly, wore a 
khaki jumpsuit and appeared 
frail and diminutive in a group 
shot seated next to a robust 
Clinton. 

North Korea accused Ling, 32, 
and Lee, 36, both of former 
Vice President A1 Gore’s 
Current TV media venture, 
of sneaking into the country 
illegally. 

U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton urged North 
Korea last month to grant 
them amnesty, saying they 
were remorseful and their 
families were anguished by 
their detention. 

The journalists’ release 
followed weeks of quiet 
negotiations between the State 
Department and the North 
Korean mission to the United 
Nations, said Daniel Sneider, 
associate director of research 
at Stanford University’s 
Shorenstein Asia-Pacific 
Research Center. 

Clinton “didn’t go to negotiate 
this, he went to reap the fruits 
of the negotiation,” Sneider 
said. 

Pardoning Ling and Lee 
and having Clinton serving 
as their emissary served 
both North Korea’s need to 
continue maintaining that the 
two women had committed 
a crime and the Obama 
administration’s desire not 
to expend diplomatic capital 
winning their freedom, 
Sneider said. 

“Nobody wanted this to be 
a distraction from the more 
substantially difficult issues 
we have with North Korea,” 
he said. “There was a desire 
by the administration to 
resolve this quietly and from 
the very beginning they didn’t 
allow it to become a huge 
public issue.” The families of 
Ling and Lee said they were 
“overjoyed” by the pardon. 
“We are so grateful to our 
government: President 

Obama, Secretary Clinton and 
the U.S. State Department for 
their dedication to and hard 
work on behalf of American 
citizens,” the families said in a 
statement. “We especially want 
to thank President Bill Clinton 
for taking on such an arduous 


mission and Vice President A1 
Gore for his tireless efforts to 
bring Laura and Euna home. 
“We are counting the seconds 
to hold Laura and Euna in our 
arms,” the statement said. 

Lee, a South Korean-born 
U.S. citizen, is the mother of a 
4-year-old. Ling, a California 
native, is the younger sister of 
Lisa Ling, a correspondent for 
CNN as well as “The Oprah 
Winfrey Show” and “National 
Geographic Explorer.” 

They were arrested as they 
reported about the trafficking 
of women. It’s unclear if they 
strayed into the North or were 
grabbed by aggressive border 
guards who crossed into 
China but recent statements 
suggested they admitted to 
deliberately crossing into the 
country. 

The Committee to Protect 
Journalists also welcomed 
their release. 

North Korean state media 
said Clinton and Kim held 
wide-ranging talks, adding 
that Clinton “courteously” 
conveyed a verbal message 
from Obama. 

In Washington, White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs 
denied Clinton went with a 
message from Obama. “That’s 
not true,” he told reporters. 
“While this solely private 
mission to secure the release 
of two Americans is on the 
ground, we will have no 
comment” until the mission 
is complete, Gibbs said in a 
statement. “We do not want 
to jeopardize the success of 
former President Clinton’s 
mission.” 

Clinton was accompanied by 
John Podesta, his one-time 
White House chief of staff, 
who also is an informal adviser 
to Obama. 

Clinton was accorded honors 
typically reserved for heads 
of state. Senior officials, led 
by Vice Foreign Minister Kim 
Kye Gwan, who also serves 
as the regime’s chief nuclear 
negotiator, met his private 
unmarked plane as it arrived 
Tuesday morning. 

Video from the APTN 
televisionnews agency showed 
Clinton exchanging warm 
handshakes with officials and 
accepting a bouquet of flowers 
from a schoolgirl. 

Kim later hosted a banquet for 
Clinton at the state guesthouse, 
Radio Pyongyang and the 
Korean Central Broadcasting 



Station reported. The VIPs and 
Kim posed for a group shot in 
front of the same garish mural 
depicting a stormy seaside 
landscape that Clinton’s 
secretary of state, Madeleine 
Albright, posed for during her 
historic visit to Pyongyang in 
2000 . 

But not long ago, North 
Korea’s Foreign Ministry 
had harsh words for his wife, 
describing her as “a funny 
lady” who sometimes “looks 
like a primary schoolgirl and 
sometimes a pensioner going 
shopping.” 

In the past, envoys have been 
dispatched to Pyongyang 
to secure the release of 
Americans. In the 1990s, New 
Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson, a 
congressman at the time, went 
twice on similar missions: in 
1994 to arrange the freedom of 
a U.S. pilot whose helicopter 
strayed into North Korean 
airspace and again two years 
later to fetch an American 
detained for three months on 
spying charges. 

Richardson, Clinton and Gore, 
Clinton’s vice president, had 
all been named as possible 
envoys to bring back Lee and 
Ling. However, the decision to 
send Clinton was kept quiet, 
revealed only when he turned 
up Tuesday in Pyongyang. 

The trip was reminiscent of 
one 15 years ago by former 
President Jimmy Carter when 
Clinton was in office, also at 
a time of tensions over North 
Korea’s nuclear program. 
Carter’s visit — he met with 
Kim Jong Il’s father, the late 
Kim II Sung — helped thaw 
the deep freeze in relations 
with the Korean War foe and 
paved the way for discussions 
on nuclear disarmament. 
Clinton later sent Albright to 
Pyongyang for talks with Kim 
in a high point in the often 
rocky relations with North 
Korea. Discussions about 
normalizing ties went dead 
when George W. Bush took 
office in 2001 with a hard¬ 
line policy on Pyongyang. 
The Obama administration 
has expressed a willingness to 
hold bilateral talks — but only 
within the framework of the 
six-nation disarmament talks 
in place since 2003.

demanded an increase in 
the minimum wage, saying 
they are unable to feed and 
shelter their families on less 
than $2 a day. 

As legislators prepared to 
vote on the issue Tuesday, 
some of the 2,000 protesters 
threw rocks at police and 
began ripping down flags 
of U.N. member countries 
near the building. 

Most of the crowd dispersed 
hours before lawmakers 
were scheduled to meet, 
with no arrests and only one 
reported injury. But the issue 
remains inflammatory. 
InMay,Parliamentapproved 
a proposal to nearly triple 
the minimum wage, but 
President Rene Preval 
refused to publish it into law. 
He said the increase should 
omit workers at factories 
producing garments for 
export. Preval said those 
workers should receive an 
increase to about $3. 

The debate has fueled unrest 
across the impoverished 


Caribbean nation, with 
some critics arguing that 
an increase would hurt 
plans to fight rampant 
unemployment by creating 
jobs in factories that 
produce clothing for export 
to the United States. 

Many of the protesters were 
minimum-wage factory 
workers, such as Banel 
Jeune, a 29-year-old father 
who sews sleeves on shirts. 
“Seventy gourdes, that 
doesn’t do anything for 
me,” he said, referring to 
his current minimum-wage 
salary. “I can’t feed my 
kids, and I can’t send them 
to school.” 

Lawmakers have pledged 
to resubmit the proposal 
without any changes, raising 
the minimum wage to about 
$5 a day. 

Lesly Antoine, a 32-year- 
old who lost his job with 
the state-run telephone 
company, said Preval’s 
“compromise offer is no 
compromise at all.” 

Former President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide was 
overthrown in 2004, in 
part after business owners 
angered by his approval 
of an increased minimum 


wage organized opposition 
against him. 

Despite the heated debate, 
few people would be 
affected by the wage 
increase or anticipated job 
losses. 

Most of Haiti’s 9 million 
people who are employed 
work on small farms or sell 
basic goods on the street. 
Only some 250,000 people 
have jobs regulated by the 
minimum salary law, said 


lawmaker Steven Benoit, 
who sponsored the bill. 
Many in the international 
community who view 
garment factories as the way 
to boost Haiti’s economic 
development oppose the 
increase. 

With new trade advantages 
that allow for duty-free 
exports of clothing to the 
U.S., such factories could 
provide “several hundred 
thousand jobs to Haitians 


... over a period of just a 
few years,” according to a 
report submitted to the U.N. 
in January. 

But the U.N. report said that

The 43-year-old 
says the law is un-Islamic and 
“oppressive,” and she’s trying 
to use her trial to rally support 
to change it. 

“I am not afraid of flogging. 
... It’s about changing the 
law,” Hussein said, speaking 
to The Associated Press after 
a hearing Tuesday. 
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Hussein said she would 
take the issue all the way to 
Sudan’s constitutional court if 
necessary, but that if the court 
rules against her and orders 
the flogging, she’s ready “to 
receive (even) 40,000 lashes” 
if that what it takes to abolish 
the law. 

Hussein was among 13 women 
arrested July 3 in a raid by 
the public order police on a 
popular cafe in Khartoum. 
Ten of the women were fined 
and flogged two days later. 
But Hussein and two others 
decided to go to trial. 

In an attempt to rally support, 
Hussein printed invitations to 
diplomats, international media, 
and activists to attend her trial 
which opened last week. She 
also resigned from her job in 
the U.N.’s public information 
office in Khartoum, declining 
the immunity that went along 
with the job to challenge the 
law. 

Around 100 supporters, 
including many women in 
trousers as well as others in 
traditional dress, protested 
outside the court Tuesday. 
Witnesses said police 
wielding batons beat up one 
of Hussein’s lawyers, Manal 
Awad Khogali, while keeping 
media and cameras at bay. 
No injuries were immediately 
reported. 

“We are here to protest against 
this law that oppresses women 
and debases them,” said one of 
the protesters, Amal Habani, a 
female columnist for the daily 
Ajraas A1 Hurria, or Bells of 
Freedom in Arabic. 

While the police broke up 


the demonstration outside the 
Khartoum Criminal Court, 
the judge adjourned Hussein’s 
trial for a month to clarify 
whether her resignation has 
been accepted by the United 
Nations. 

The 1991 indecency law was 
adopted by Sudan’s Islamic 
regime which came to power 
after a coup led by President 
Omar al-Bashir in 1989. It 
follows a strict interpretation 
of Islamic law that imposes 
physical punishment on “those 
who commit an indecent act 
that violates public morale; or 
who dress indecently.” 
Trousers are considered 
indecent under the law. 
Activists and lawyers say it 
is implemented arbitrarily, 
and leaves the definition of 
“indecent acts” up to the 
implementing police officer. 
Hussein said the law is 
unconstituational, and is 
not supported by Islamic 
text. Flogging is a common 
punishment for drinking and 
making alcohol, and whatever 
else the law enforcer deems 
indecent. Recently, a famous 
Sudanese singer, who took to 
the stage under the influence 
of alcohol, was flogged. 
“Flogging is an insult to 
human dignity,” Hussein said. 
“If the (rulers) claim this is 
based on Islamic Shariah 
(law), can anyone show me a 
verse in the Quran or in the 
prophet’s teachings that speak 
of flogging women because of 
their dress code?” 

Rabie Abdel Attie, a 
government spokesman, 
called the uproar over the case 


politically motivated and said 
only the constitutional court 
can decide to repeal the law. 
“There is no need for all that 
noise. 

There are clearly political 
motivations behind this 
thrust,” he said. 

The public order police force 
patrols the streets of Khartoum, 
enforcing an alcohol ban and 
often scolding young men and 
women mingling in public. 
Hussein said many women 
endure the flogging in silence, 
because they fear the stigma 
associated with being tried 
under the indecency law. 
Hussein wore the same clothes 
Tuesday that she wore when 
arrested, including the dark- 
colored pants that authorities 
found offensive. She said she 
is required to wear the outfit 
to court so officials can see the 
clothing when making their 
decision. But Hussein said 
she’s also been wearing the 
outfit every day, even when 
not in court, to highlight her 
case. 

Her trial opened last 
Wednesday but immediately 
adjourned to give her the 
opportunity to resign from her 
U.N.job. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said he was “deeply 
concerned” about Hussein’s 
case and that flogging is a 
violation of international 
human rights standards. 

The U.N. Staff Union urged 
authorities last week not to 
flog Hussein, calling the 
punishment cruel, inhuman 
and degrading.□ 


Iran says 3 Americans arrested for illegal entry

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran has arrested three 
Americans who strayed across the border from 
Iraq on allegations they illegally entered the 
country, and a lawmaker said Tuesday that 
authorities are deciding whether they will be 
accused of spying. 

Officials in northern Iraq’s Kurdish region said 
Sunday that the three — Shane Bauer, Sarah 
Shourd and Joshua Fattal — were tourists 
who inadvertently crossed into Iran on July 31 
while hiking in the region. Friends and family 
say the three were adventurous travelers who 
accidentally stumbled into the wrong place at the 
wrong time. Their arrest and Iran’s accusations 
could spark a new standoff with the United States 
at a time when Iran is already mired in its worst 
political crisis in decades over the disputed 


June 12 presidential election. Earlier this year, 
the two countries faced off over American- 
Iranian journalist Roxana Saberi, who was 
held for more than three months and accused of 
spying. Lawmaker Mohammad Karim Abedi, 
who heads the Iranian parliament’s National 
Security Committee, said on state-run Arabic 
television Al-Alam that he believed the three 
came as spies but authorities are still deciding 
whether there is proof to bring legal action 
against them. 

“Surely we can say that they came as spies,” 
he said. “The concerned authorities will decide 
whether they were spies or not,” he added. “If 
it is proven that they were spies, the necessary 
legal procedures will be sought against them.” 
The U. S. State Department’s deputy spokesman, 
Robert A. Wood, dismissed the insinuations of 
espionage. □

The trip coincides with a two- 
day visit to Brazil of U.S. 
National Security Adviser 
James Jones. 

Jones met Tuesday with 
President Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva’s foreign affairs adviser, 
Marco Aurelio Garcia, who 
said afterward that the U.S. 
official acknowledged that 
Washington could have 
handled the issue better. 
“There was recognition 
that the subject was not 
approached properly,” O 
Globo Online quoted Garcia 
as saying, adding that Jones 
said the bases were part of the 
fight against drug trafficking 
and would also be used for 
humanitarian missions. 

Last week, Silva said “I 
don’t like the idea of an 
American military base in 
Colombia,” while Chilean 
President Michelle Bachelet 
said countries in the region 
were “uneasy” about the 
eventuality. 

Brazil’s foreign minister, 
Celso Amorim, told the Folha 


de San Paulo newspaper over 
the weekend that his country 
was worried about “a strong 
military presence whose 
objective and capacity to go 
a lot further than Colombia’s 
internal needs.” 

Colombian officials say they 
hope talks next week will 
produce an agreement that 
will give U.S. forces greater 
access to three Colombian air 
bases and two naval bases. 
The Palanquero base in the 
central Magdalena valley 
would host U.S. Air Force 
countemarcotics missions that 
had been based in Ecuador. 
The 10-year lease agreement 
would not boost the presence 
of American troops and civilian 
military contractors above the 
1,400 currently permitted by 
U.S. law, the Colombians say. 
U.S. officials have refused 
to discuss details of the 
negotiations, although 

U.S. Ambassador William 
Brownfield has insisted 
that an accord would not 
produce U.S. bases but 
rather “cooperative security 
locations” at Colombian-run 
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installations. 

Jones told reporters in Brasilia 
on Tuesday that the bases issue 
“will in no way interfere with 
the progress of our friendship 
and our cooperation together 
on matters of mutual security 
interest.” 

Uribe has put Colombia’s 
leftist rebels on the defensive 
with more than $5 billion in 
U.S. aid, including special 
forces training and the sharing 
of intelligence from satellite 
and airborne communications 
intercepts. 

He met Tuesday with Peruvian 
President Alan Garcia, who 
said his country would 
“always back the fundamental 
work you have done.” 

While Colombia’s ties with 
most of the continent have 
been on the whole cordial, it 
has feuded with Ecuador and 
Venezuela over their leftist 
leaders’ alleged ties with the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
of Colombia, or FARC, which 
has been seeking to overthrow 
Bogota governments for 45 
years. 

Neither country is on Uribe’s

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Buick ends title sponsorships with PGA Tour

UNDATED (AP) — Buick 
ended more than 50 years 
of PGA Tour sponsorship 
Tuesday when it announced 
that it no longer will sponsor 
golf tournaments in Michigan 
and California because of the 
court-ordered restructuring of 
parent General Motors. 

The decision came two 
days after Tiger Woods won 
the Buick Open in Grand 
Blanc, Michigan. Woods 
acknowledged the end of the 
tournament, which he won 
for the third time, by heaving 
his golf ball toward a massive 
gallery after his final putt. 

The additional blow came 
with the end of the Buick 
Invitational at Torrey Pines, 
where Woods has won a 
record six times. The Buick 
Invitational is among the top 
tournaments in the early part 
of the PGA Tour schedule 
because it typically is the first 
event on network TV and has 



the highest TV rating because 
of Woods. 

“While this is disappointing 
news, both the PGA Tour and 
Buick remain in discussions 
regarding future sponsorship 
possibilities,” Buick and the 
tour said in a statement. 

The Buick Open will be 
replaced on the schedule next 
year by a new tournament 
at The Greenbrier in West 
Virginia, according to two 
officials with knowledge of the 
deal. They spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the tour 
does not plan to announce the 
new event until Wednesday. 
Golfweek was the first to 
report on The Greenbrier 
getting a tournament. 

Buick was the oldest, 
continuous corporate sponsor 
on the PGA Tour and once had 
its name on four tournaments 
— the Buick Classic in New 
York, the Buick Challenge in 
Georgia, the Buick Open and 
the Buick Invitational.
